Woodward, “and I went there to léarn 
if the tip was straight. When I 
reached the saloon they had departed. 
I walked into Auburn avenue, then to 
Pryor and started north. Just about 
the Marion hotel I ran into Carlton 
and Rafter. They were walking to- 
gether, and in conversation. 

The mayor savs Rafter was first to 
recognize him. He stopped and said: 
“Hello, Mayor Woodward!” The may- 
or said Secretary Carlton appeared 
flustered by the meeting. 

‘‘Hello’ [ shouted,” said Mayor 
Woodward. ‘What are you fellows 
doing—framing it up?’. and then I 
walked on to Houston street.” 

The mayor told a reporter that he 
heard, while in the Rex saloon, that 
Rafter and Secretary Carlton were dis- 
cussing the fire department investi- 
gation, which was started by Rafter 
making the charge to Mayor Wood- 
ward that the Fabric Fire Hose com- 
pany was not allowed to compete with 
the Eureka Fire Hose company on 
hose sold to tHe city. 

The mayor: said he was told that 
Rafter mentioned the mame of Cap- 
tain W. R. Joyner, former chief of the 
department, whose name has figured 
in the fire department probe; Lorenzv 
Jones, a friend of Joyner'’s “called 
Rafter down.” 

‘T understand Rafter denounced Jor- 
ner and Jones took ° it up,” Mayor 
Woodward said. 

Joined by Another Officer. 

According to the mayor, Rafter and 
Secretary Carlton, after leaving the 
saloon, journeved to Engine company 
No. 4, on North Pryor, near Auburn 
avenue, and were joined there bv an- 
other fire department officer. 

‘tT am-valmost certain I recognized 
the third party? Mayor Woodward 
says, “butebecause [— am not absolute- 
lv pdsitive, I won't say whom I be- 
lieve ft to be. [ think T’ll be able 
to make known who it was very soon.” 

Mayor Woodward said that the third 
party left Rafter and Secretary Carl- 
ton near the corner, and went away 
alone. The mayor hastened into Ivy 
street, and back: to Auburn avenue, 
hopine that. he would pick up Rafter 
and Carlton. again. He lost sight of 
them, .but continued out Pryor to Al- 
abama., and°-up Alabama to Forsyth. 

Mayor Woodward explained that his 
chief. object in following Rafter and 
Carlton was to . learn, if possible, 


‘where they were going. 


“TI don’t guess it matters much 
whether Carlton and Rafter were to- 
gether, but it does look strange 
that they should be together, 
especially in view of the fact 
that Rafter was the man who started 
all this investigation of the fire de- 
partment, Mayor Woodward says. “I 
sholld imagine that they would let 
im alone. What interest can. Secre- 
tary Carlton find in him?’ 

Mayor Woodward will inform Chair- 
man J. H. Harwell, of the investigat- 
ing committee, today that Rafter is 
in Atlanta. and urge that the probe be 
coniinued. , 

Reported in Cairo. 

Rafter was last reported in Cairo, 
Ill He left Atlanta after testifying 
at the first hearing of the fire depart- 
ment charges. City Marshal Fuller 
and Deputy Marshal Steinhauser both 
testified that Rafter had been served 
on two occasions with summons to 
appear before the committee: 

Mayor Woodward asserts that Raf- 
ter told him in the lobby of the Pied- 
mont hotel one night several months 
ago that Atlanta was losing 10 cents 
on every foot of hose it purchased 
from the EureKa Fire Hose company 
because Chief W B. Cummings would 
not buy hose under competitive bids. 

Rafter will probably be called to the 
stand and be examined as to a state- 
ment alleged to have been made by 
Robert E. Davidson, agent of the Webb 
Fire Engine company, to Driver Cot- 
tingham, to the effect that he (Da- 
vidson) had given Chief Cummings 
money. 

Rafter was named as being one of 
those present when Davidson is said 
to have made the statement to the 
engine driver. 

City Attorney Mayson ruled, at the 
last hearing before the committee, 
that Rafter laid himself liable to 
charges of contempt by ignoring. the 
subpoena of the committee, 


on any one of. the two charters. It 
merely expresses a desire on his part 
to be allowed to vote on the charter 
he believes best adapted to the neéds 
of Atlanta. The request will be for 
submitting the council charter or any 
other charter proposed to take the 
place of the old patchwork, which 
Mayor Courtland Winn, itn his farewell 
address to the Speople characterized as 
a “nondescript hybrid,” and which 
nearly every other mayor Atlanta has 
ever had has denounced as being too 
antiquated to meet the growing de- 
mands of the city. 

Mayor Woodward. in an interview 
Monday afternoon, urges that every 
voter in the city respond promptly,to 
the request contained in the letter 
sent out by the committee of 100 citi- 
zens. 

Fight Will Not End. 

“This fight Is not going to end unttfi 
the people have passed on the charter,” 
Mayor Woodward said Monday after- 
noon. “The opponents have been very 
active, I understand, passing the re- 
ports that the fight would soon end. 
IT am here to tell you that it won't end 
until the people have been given a 
fair chance , to: decide this question 
for themselves.” 

Satisfied that the voters are eager to 
express themselves, Mayor Woodward 
conferred with the leaders of the char- 
ter reform movement Monday after- 
noon. It is understood that a num- 
ber of the newspaper votes were signed 
and returned to Captain English and 
quite’a number were mailed to Mayor 
Woodward. 

The following is the form of return 
card which will be sent to the voters: 
“To the City Council, City Executive 
Committee, Local Legislative Repre- 
sentatives: 

“I do hereby request that the char- 
ter prepared by the citizens’ commit- 
tee of twenty-five, and the charter 
prepared by council, be submitted to 
the registered voters of the city within 
the next fifty days, and at an election 
to be governed by the rules of the 
last municipal white primary. 

“I .demand that my right to vote on 
the charter be recognized.” 

“This is the most important 
question that has been forced on the 
pecple of Atlanta in years,” Mayor 
Woodward said. “Council has shown 
a disposition to disregard any and 
every attempt to revise the old char- 
ter. It has allowed its own charter to 
be dumped !n the waste basket. Coun- 
cil’s arrogant refusal to allow the peo- 


tple to decide which charter they want 


and its adoption of the resolution 
which virtually substitutes its own 
charter for the one drawn by the com- 
mittee of twenty-five makes it very 
plain that it does not want the old 
charter disturbed, and will defy the 
people rather than submit to a pop- 
ular vote.” 

Best Method to Reach Voters. 


The post card vote was decided on 
as being the best method of getting a 
sentiment from all the voters of the 
city. There are 30,000 names on the 
last registration list of Fulton county, 
and there are several hundred register- 
ed since the last election. Mayor 
Woodward urges that those who regis- 
tered after the last election clip one 
of the votes fromthe newspapers and 
send it to Chairman English. 

Council has taken the position that 
5,000 citizens at the mass meeting did 
not express the sentiment of the 
voters, and gave that as an excuse for 
not giving courteous consideration of 
the resplutions presented by Chairman 
English. 

Council wil] not be able to dispute 
a vote by the postal card method, 
after the names have been checked by 
a certified public accountant. If 15 
or 20 per cent of the voters sign the 
cards and are checked and declared 
to be correct by an accountant of un- 
disputed reputation, then council wil] 
be forced to let the people have a 
voice on the charter question, 

“I want to appeal to every voter in 
Atlanta to be on the lookout for the 
card sent him, and to promptly return 
it to the chairman of the committee,” 
said the mayor. “Often mail goes 
astray. Sometimes a busy man 
will not give as much atten- 
tion to a postal card as he will to a 
letter, I hope that every voter who 
loves Atlanta, and who is anxious to do 
what he believes will be best for the 
city, will take this occasion to assert 


his rights.” 

The charter leaders have mapped 
out a determined campaign and will be 
active unti] all the postal cards are

‘Morgan had accumulated his fortune 
‘in the city dry goods business with 
Levi P. Morton and later as an asso- 
ciate of George Peabody, merchant, 
banker and philanthropist. 

J. Pierpont Morgan was born April 
17, 1837, in a modest, red brick cottage 
in Hartford, Conn. As a youngster 
his tendency to write poetry gave him 


the nickname of “Pip.” When he was 
14 Morgan was sent to Boston to the 
English High school. He showed a par- 
ticular bent for mathematics, but had 
no gifts indicative of unusual mental 
power. Probably his first attempt at 
finance took place in Boston. The 
school teacher gave him money with 
which to buy erasers. Young Morgan 
was gone for a long time. When he 
returned he handed the teacher the 
erasers and also some change. 

“What's this for?” asked the teach- 
er. 
‘the erasers at the price I have always 
paid for them.” 

“Oh,” replied young Morgan, “Tt went 
around town until I could find a place 
to buy them at wholesale.” 

For two years after graduating from 
the Boston High school Mr. Morgan 
was a student at Goettingham, Ger- 
many. At 21 he embarked upon his 
career as a banker. 

Widely Feared, Generally Trusted. 

Of J. P. Morgan, financier, and of his 
achievements all the world knows. Few 
men have been more widely feared, 
yet more generally trusted. Those men 
who met him only in a business way 
eaw a Man rough, emphatic and re- 
pellant, inaccessible as the emperor of 
Russia, when he chose to be, Known 
as the worsteman in the world! to in- 
terview and as a man who believed 
absolutely in himself and apparently 
never questioned the correctness of 
hig method.

WHO WAS 
LOUIS PHILIPPE? 


~ 


History contains many incidents of a per- 
son of one sex masquerading as the other, 
or of the changing of a male or female child 
for one of the opposite sex, as circumstances 
may have required. An instance of this ts 
the mystery connected with Louis Philippe, 
who was King of France from 1830 to 1848, 
It has been affirmed, and with some degree 
of authority, that Louis Philippe was not In 
reality the son of Philippe, the Duke of 
Orleans, but instead the son of an Itallan 
jailer’s wife, who was substituted bé@cause 
Philippe had no son and heir to the throne 
to succeed Louis XVI., who was childless, but 
instead a daughter, and an ancient'law pre- 
vented a woman ruling over France, 
hence Philippe’s desire for a son. 

The Duke of Orleans was known as ‘Mon- 
sieur Egalite’” (Mr. Equality) from the part 
he played in the French revolution. Long 
before the revolution he married a relative 
of Touls XVI. He was ambitious, and recog- 
nizing that as Louis XVI. had no hetr, if he 
would be more fortunate he might be able 
to carry out the greatest ambition of his 
life, to have his son sit on the throne of 
Prance. In 1773 a ctHtld born to him, 
according to official statements, and was 
christened Louis Philippe. 

But was this child really a son? Tt 
been affirmed by certain persons who might 
reasonably be expected to know. that the 
child was a daughter, who was changed for 
the new-born son of an Italian jailer’s wife, 
the jailer having been bribed secrecy.

’ It would appear that it would have been im- 


possible to have made such a change without 
the public becoming aware of the fact, but 
it is rumored that documentary evidence of 
this exchange of children is hidden in the 
papers of more than one European court. 

Some time after this exchange had been 
made Louls XVI. was guillotined, and his 
only son, “the Little Dauphin.” elther died 
in prison or was spirited away, and there 
were several claimants to the title in vart- 
ous parts of the world, including .America. 
In 1793 Philippe also fell a victim to the 
guillotine. In the meantime his son (or was 
it the son of the Italian jailer’s wife?) had 
won distinction as a soldier. But when his 
father was beheaded he was banished from 
the country. and for twenty-one years did 
not return, but wandered about Furope and 
Spent some time in the United States 

Finally, when Mapoleon was 
and a younger brother of Louis XVI. became 
king, Louis Phillppe returned to France, and, 
finally, after a period of turbulence tn that 
country. he became king in 1830. There was 
considerable about his reign that gives 
doubters of his being of royal birth a chance 
to add more facts to the mystery, especially 
in his championing of the common people's 
rights. The aristocracy of the country whis- 
pered that he had the manners of a fjailer’s 
son, but never was an effort publicly made 
to substantiate the story of the exchange of 
children. 

There were hints, however, of such being 
the case, one of which was from old Czar 
Nicholas, of Russia, who, when commenting 
upon his want of dignity, remarked: “He ts 
a'common jailer’s son!” Many anecdotes are 
told of him to confirm this opinion, and it ts 
related that when he fled -his country with 
his wife in 1848. and as they landed upon 
British soil, the king is said to have erunted 
reassuringly two the trembling ex-queen at 
his side: “Trot along, old woman, we're all 
right now!” This sentiment undoubtedly 
savors more of the jailer’s son than of the 
aristocratic Bourbon king. 

In 1848 the people became tired of Louis 
Philippe and drove him from the throne. He 
is said to have been forced to escape from 
the palace by creeping down a rear stairway 
disguised as a scullion. He only lived two 
vears after reaching England. He was a 
man of ability and accomplishments, but 
with all his democratic ideals he never 
brought his government into hearty sym- 

with the people. Whether the odd 
of his birth was framed by his enemies, 
despised his simple ways, or whether 
real foundation of truth, the world- 
will probably never snow.
